Snow-go area: MPs’ 
early election row

SEVENTY-YEAR-OLD Luton Labour 
MP Kelvin Hopkins has been out 
canvassing in the snow in Dunstable 
three years before the next sched¬ 
uled general election - sparking a 
row with the town’s Tory MP. 

Mr Hopkins braved the wintry 
conditions to visit Dunstable’s 
residents last weekend, armed with 
his red clipboard, in a bid to get a head 
start on his future election rivals. 

It is part of Labour’s plan to begin 
targeting the town’s voters now for 
2015, by which time new constituen¬ 
cy boundary change proposals could 
see the area ‘swallowed up’ and 
become part of Mr Hopkins’ Luton 
North patch. 

Should the changes get the green 
light, South West Bedfordshire 
Conservative MP Andrew Selous 
would lose Dunstable from his 
constituency area - but that has not 
stopped him having a dig at Mr 
Hopkins for kicking off his election 
campaign on a patch that he still 
technically represents and does not 
want to lose. 

Mr Selous said: “I do think it is a 
premature move but I also think this 
is more a question for the residents in 
Luton North, to ask why their MP is 
working outside his own constituen¬ 
cy. At present Dunstable is not part of 
the Luton North constituency, and 
may well never be.” 

Mr Hopkins said: “It is not unusual 
for us to canvass in other 


constituencies. Dunstable Labour 
Party invited us over to help them out 
with canvassing in the area, and we 
did. 

“We’ve had a positive response both 
from Labour supporters who have 
said it’s nice to see us out and about, 
and from people who voted 
Conservative at the last election and 
have become disillusioned with the 
party. 


“If the boundary proposals are 
accepted then it would make a signif¬ 
icant difference to the constituency, 
but even if they aren’t, canvassing is a 
good opportunity to go out and 
speak to people. 

“If Andrew or any of the 
Conservatives wanted to come and 
canvass in Luton I’d accept that.” 

Labour Party organiser Francis 
Steer said: “Kelvin Hopkins, Luton 


South MP Gavin Shuker and several 
councillors have been out canvassing 
in Dunstable and have had a very 
positive response. It can never be too 
early to start getting out there and 
speaking to people.” 

No final decision on the controver¬ 
sial boundary changes will be made 
until next year.

Criticism for 
no-vote tax 
hike option 

A MOVE to raise Luton’s council 
tax by 3.4 per cent - the highest 
possible rise without needing 
to consult the public - has been 
branded ‘cynical’. 

Councillors at Luton Borough 
Council will tomorrow discuss 
plans to increase taxes in the 
town and go against the 
Government, which has stated 
that any authority that freezes 
its tax will be entitled to a grant. 

Under the Localism Act, any 
council proposing an increase 
of 3.5 per cent is required to 
hold a referendum. 

By setting the increase at 3.4 
per cent, the council would not 
have to hold a town-wide vote 
on the issue. 

Cllr David Franks, who is 
leader of Luton Liberal 
Democrats, said: “This is a 
cynical move; of course they 
have done it deliberately. 

“The last thing they want is 
to go to a referendum to the 
people across the town as they 
know what the answer to that 
will be.” 

Labour Cllr Robin Harris said: 
“The council’s executive 
committee recognises how 
difficult any increase in council 
tax will be for the people of 
Luton. 

“However, if Luton Borough 
Council was to take the money 
on offer from the Government, 
it would leave us with a multi¬ 
million pound hole in the 
following year’s budget that 
would grow larger, to around 
£8 million over the next five 
years. 

“The talk of a referendum is 
being used as a smokescreen to 
hide the real issue. 

“We don’t have any choice. We 
either implement this increase 
now, or face more pain later.”

Airport reveals plan to 
up passenger numbers

THIS is the first look at the plans to 
expand Luton Airport to take 18 
million passengers which go out to 
consultation tomorrow. 

Speaking exclusively to Luton on 
Sunday, lead officer of London Luton 
Airport Limited (LLAL) Steve Heappey 
explained what changes are proposed 
to the existing site. 

The public consultation was due to 
begin last week but had to be put on 
hold for an extra week so more work 
could be done on the plans. 

The proposals, which are detailed in a 
map, show that the airport terminal 
would itself be reconfigured. Mr 
Heappey explains that in doing so it 
would bring the airport into the 21st 
century. 

He said: “We will make better use of 
the space. At the moment there is a 
colossal check-in hall and you rarely 
see all the desks in use. 

“That is absolutely a sign of the times 
where airlines encourage people to 
check-in at home online. 

“So there will be less check-in desks, 
better baggage drop facilities and 
security areas where it can be a real 
bottleneck at peak times. 

“There will also be more places for 
people to sit and relax.” 

Outside the terminal building a new 
bus drop-off area will be created - 
which will be connected to the Luton 
and Dunstable Busway - as well as a 



multi-storey car park for drop-off and 
short-stay parking. 

More gates will also be installed next 
to the aircraft stand, allowing more 
planes to park and therefore take more 


passengers. The six-week consultation 
starts at 2pm tomorrow at The Hat 
Factory in Bute Street, Luton. For more

Town Hall hits back at negative city status poll 


A POLL suggesting that Luton is not 
‘deserving’ of becoming a city has been 
dismissed by the council. 

The YouGov survey of more than 
1,600 people shows that the town is the 
third least worthy of an upgrade in the 
eyes of the public but they place 
Bournemouth and Reading as the 
most. 

Luton, which along with 25 other 
towns, is bidding to become a city as 
part of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 


celebrations. Neighbouring bidder 
Milton Keynes is seen as being only 
slightly more deserving than Luton. 

A Luton Town Hall spokesman said: 
“Love Luton campaign is backed not 
only by the council but has been 
financed to the tune of more than 
£150,000 by private sector business 
sponsors and has enjoyed overwhelm¬ 
ing support from community and 
voluntary groups at a number of signif¬ 
icant events that have successfully 


raised Luton’s profile both locally and 
nationally. 

“Our e-petition now has more than 
2,400 names, sending a strong message 
that Luton deserves city status.” 

A decision is expected towards the 
end of the month, or at the beginning 
of March. 

Middlesbrough and Reading are 
among those in the running for gaining 
city status, which could potentially be 
given to more than one town.

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Tattoo parlour raiders who shot men are put behind bars 


TWO men have been jailed 
for their involvement in an 
armed robbery at a tattoo 
parlour in Maidenhead, 
during which two people 
were shot. 

Drizz James, of Purley 
Centre, Luton, and Leon 
Dorman, of Hinton Walk, 
Houghton Regis, were 
sentenced after being found 
guilty of conspiracy to rob 
and possessing a firearm 
with intent to commit an 
indictable offence. 

James was handed two 
sentences of nine years to 
run concurrently, while 
Dorman was given an inde¬ 
terminate sentence with a 
minimum of eight years. 

The court heard how the 
pair travelled with Anthony 



Cooke and Joseph Gentle, 
both of Bedford, to Fantasy 
Fine Line tattoo parlour in 


Leon 

Dorman 


Maidenhead on April 11 last 
year with the intention to 
rob the establishment. 


But the robbery did not go 
to plan and two men, aged 
45 and 41, who were inside 
the parlour, were shot. 

CCTV stills from a camera 
in a hotel in Aylesbury have 
also been released, which 
show where the men fled 
after the attack. 

James, Dorman and Cooke 
can all be seen on the 
footage, having left 
Maidenhead in a taxi follow¬ 
ing a failed attempt to leave 
the town in a getaway car. 

A fifth man, Sean Fury, 29, 
of Essex Close, Luton, who 
was also arrested in connec¬ 
tion with this incident, 
admitted a charge of 
conspiracy to supply class A 
drugs at Reading Crown 
Court on October 25,2011. 


Stop and search data 
causes cops ‘concern’

POLICE say they are ‘concerned’ with 
figures showing that a ‘disproportionate 
number of black and Asian under-25s 
are stopped and searched’. 

Over the past three years in Luton, 44 
per cent of the 8,700 under-25 men and 
women stopped and searched were 
non-white. 

This is 12 per cent higher than the 
figure for the town’s entire non-white 
population, which is 32 per cent. 

The alarming statistic was uncovered by 
a Freedom of Information Act request by 
Luton on Sunday, following growing 
worries across the country about stop 
and search powers. 

Bedfordshire Police said they could not 
provide figures as to how many of the 
8,700 stopped and searched were 
charged with offences as ‘stop and search 
doesn’t record the outcome of whether 


an individual was subsequently charged.’ 
They added: ‘We would have to check 
each individual record against various 
other systems to provide the information 
and it would require hundreds of records 
to be manually checked’. 

LoS asked the force to respond specifi¬ 
cally to 12 questions relating to the stop 
and search figures for Luton, but they 
refused to answer them directly. 

Instead a statement from Assistant 
Chief Constable Andrew Richer was 
issued which ‘covers the whole of the 
county as the stop and search powers are 
used county-wide, not just in Luton’. 

He said: ‘The use of stop and search is a 
valuable and carefully applied power 
under the Police and Criminal Evidence 
Act, available to all police officers in 
England and Wales. 

‘In Bedfordshire we are confident that 
who gets stopped has nothing to do with 
their ethnicity. Instead it is based on one 
of two things. 

‘Either our intelligence reliably informs 
us they are prolific offenders who are 
actively committing crime or because 


they are seen in genuinely suspicious 
circumstances which demand a police 
response if the force is to effectively carry 
out its duty to fight crime and protect the 
public. 

‘As a force we have made considerable 
improvements in how we brief our 
officers so that they can recognise and 
target known active offenders more intel¬ 
ligently. 

‘While the figures clearly do show that a 
disproportionate number of black and 
Asian people under the age of 25 are 
stopped and searched, this reflects the 
picture nationally and is not peculiar to 
Bedfordshire. 

‘The figures are, of course, of concern 
but the causes appear complex. 

‘The force does closely monitor the 
performance of individual officers for a 
variety of reasons including the issue of 
potential bias. 

‘It also regularly shares its data with key 
community groups across the county as 
well as Bedfordshire Police Authority, 
which also regularly scrutinises our 
performance in these areas.’

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Fire crews first up 
for 24-hour shifts

FIREFIGHTERS in Bedfordshire 
will become the first in the 
country to work 24-hour shifts, 
it has been confirmed. 

A brigade-wide pattern was 
agreed and signed with the Fire 
Brigade Union last week, with 
Luton and Bedford changing first 
as of May, and Stopsley, 
Kempston and Dunstable switch¬ 
ing before the end of the year. 

Currently the shift pattern is two 
days (9am-6pm) and two nights 
(6pm-9am) on, three days off. 
This would change to 24 hours 
on, 72 hours off, with firefighters 
having a dedicated seven hour 
rest period from midnight, where 
they will only be attending emer¬ 
gency calls. 

No firefighters will lose their 
jobs purely as a result of the shift 
change, although the brigade still 
has a target of losing 24 full time 
posts through the non-replace¬ 
ment of staff, as opposed to 
redundancies, over the next few 
years. 

Last year’s budget cuts from the 


Coalition Government left 
Bedfordshire and Luton Fire 
Service with a £2.8 million short¬ 
fall over the next four years. 

FBU secretary Lee Moon said: 
“We originally wanted it to start in 
January 2013 to give us time to 
ensure the policies were in place, 
but the principal officers did not 
agree. 

“It’s a much longer working day, 
so there are fire safety issues for us 
and the public, but the service is 
quite intent on it.” 

Chief Fire Officer Paul Fuller 


said: “The public will notice no 
change when they dial 999. We 
will still respond as quickly and 
with the same resources as before. 

“The health and safety of our 
firefighters is of paramount 
concern to us. The welfare of our 
firefighters directly impacts on 
their safety and the safety of the 
community. 

“The new 24-hour shift system 
allows us to have more influence 
and control over the rest they 
have - both at work and between 
shifts.” 


Drugs found 
after police 
raid factory 

AROUND 40 cannabis 
plants were discovered in a 
drugs raid by police. 

Officers stormed the 
factory, which was set up in 
a property in Strathmore 
Avenue, Luton, on 
Thursday afternoon. 

A number of tablets 
which are thought to be 
ecstasy, and a small 
amount of white powder 
thought to be cocaine, were 
also recovered. 

A man, 46, and a 41-year- 
old woman were arrested, 
but have since been bailed 
and released while further 
investigations take place. 


Brigade considering name change

THE fire brigade is considering 
changing its official name - but it is 
not yet known how much this would 
cost taxpayers. 

A total projected cost has been 
asked for to find out what 
effect altering the service’s 
name would have on the need 
to replace signs, uniforms, 
logos and websites and even 
possibly the official crest. 

The current brigade title is 
Bedfordshire and Luton Fire and 
Rescue Service, which wasi 
formed in April 1997 follow¬ 
ing the creation of a separate 
unitary authority of Luton. 

In April 2009 unitary authority 
Central Bedfordshire was created 
from the merger of Bedfordshire 
County Council, Mid Bedfordshire 
and South Bedfordshire. Now coun¬ 
cillors on the brigade’s watchdog, the 


Combined Fire Authority, are 
considering the possibility of chang¬ 
ing the name. 

A fire service spokesman said: “The 
combined authority requested a 
report on the options and implica¬ 
tions of changing the name of both 
or either itself and the 
service in order to become 
more reflective of the local 
government structure of 
three unitary authorities. 
“Members will consider the 
report and determine the way 
forward at the next meeting of the 
| authority on February 22.” 

' The move comes after 
Luton on Sunday revealed in 
December that the service wants to 
swap shirt colours from red to either 
white or blue attire to generate an 
extra £31,000. Nationally there is no 
standard shirt colour for fire 
brigades and Bedfordshire is the 
only one to have red.

REAlx REA 
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60 hospital crimes 
have gone unsolved

A HOAX bomb threat in which a 
man claimed to have explosives 
strapped to his body was just one 
of the many hospital-related 
crimes that went unsolved last 
year. 

Figures show that of the 90 
crimes reported at Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital last year, 60 of 
those did not lead to anyone 
being charged. 

One of those, on February 6 last 
year, involved a phone call from 
someone claiming they had been 
informed there was a bomb at the 
hospital. 

Police made checks and record¬ 
ed it as a hoax, with the caller 
believed to have called from a 
hotel close to the L&D. No arrest 
was made. 

All of those have been ‘filed’ by 
Bedfordshire Police which means 
there has been an investigation 
but there are no further lines of 
enquiry. 

A number of alleged crimes 


under the Sexual Offences Act 
were recorded at the hospital last 
year charged to healthcare assis¬ 
tant Ameet Mohabeer, 28, who 
pleaded not guilty to all counts. 

He committed suicide last 
September before his trial having 
pleaded not guilty to alleged sex¬ 
ual assaults on stroke patients. 

Many of the crimes committed 
at the hospital are public order 
type offences, assaults and thefts. 
There were also four cases of 
racially or religiously aggravated 
assault or harassment. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“We take all reports of crime 
extremely seriously. Each report is 


dealt with individually and in 
each case all lines of investigation 
are pursued. 

“However, when there is no 
forensic evidence, witnesses or 
other lines of investigation to 
pursue the report is filed and 
marked as undetected. 

“This does not mean these 
crimes are forgotten - they remain 
open, and are reviewed should 
any new evidence be forthcom¬ 
ing.” 

An L&D spokesman said:“We 
provide 24/7 security presence on 
site which includes regular 
patrols as well as comprehensive 
CCTV surveillance.”

A PETITION has been launched 
to try to stop Dunstable becom¬ 
ing part of a Luton constituency. 

It was started by Central 
Bedfordshire councillor Ann 
Sparrow, in light of proposals to 
cut the number of parliamentary 
constituencies in the UK. 

An independent review 
proposed that Dunstable, whose 
MP is Tory Andrew Selous, would 
become part of Luton North, 
currently represented by Labour’s 
Kelvin Hopkins - but not everyone 


appears to have embraced the 
idea. 

Conservative Cllr Sparrow, who 
represents Watling ward, said: 
“Dunstable is a market town and 
has affiliations with many of its 
surrounding villages, while Luton 
is a large urban area with aspira¬ 
tions to become a city.” 

A report by Conservative-run 
Central Beds Council said: ‘The 
cultural lifestyle of Luton is signif¬ 
icantly different from that enjoyed 
by the residents of Dunstable and 
it is difficult to see where there is 
any common ground of integrat¬ 
ed community involvement, short 


of supporting the only profession¬ 
al football club within the whole 
of Bedfordshire which is Luton 
Town FC.’ 

Labour Party organiser Francis 
Steer said: “Both Luton MPs think 
what the independent Boundary 
Commission have come up with is 
sensible. It is natural for 
Dunstable to be part of Luton 
North as it is linked with Luton, 
with the hospital and now the 
busway.”

Sports village will be a ‘superb’ facility

Campaign’s just hotair 

SIR - Councillor Aslam Khan backed 
up by HM Revenue & Customs 
officers, is determined to check that 
users of Shisha pipes are staying 
within the law or face punitive fines 
of £2,500. 

In the November issue of 
Lutonline, Cllr Khan goes to great 
length to bring to the public’s 
attention the dangers of Shisha pipe 
smoking. 


My interpretation of his ‘do you 
know the facts’ in the same edition 
suggests that you can only risk 
catching and spreading diseases like 
tuberculosis, herpes (cold sores) and 
hepatitis by smoking Shisha pipes. 

Always raising concerns about the 
heath dangers facing young people, 
the council and Cllr Khan constantly 
remind us about dangers of smoking 
and coming into contact with 
second-hand smoke (passive smok¬ 
ing) but never, never mention 
anything about the 50,000 people 
who die every year from air 
pollution. 

Why is there a two-tier approach 
about informing youngsters the 
health hazards they face every time 
they walk outside their homes like 
just going to school or shopping 
with their parents? 

Why are there no campaigns and 
posters around Luton telling people 
about the deadly fumes they breathe 
in every day? 

Could Cllr Khan, the tobacco 
champion of Luton, please tell me 
how many people ie babies, young¬ 


sters, and teenagers, were admitted 
to hospital last year with respiratory 
problems from inhaling toxic fumes? 

Young people can be protected 
from coming into contact with 
second-hand smoke, but no human 
being, young or old, can avoid 
breathing in polluted air. 

Second-hand smoke has been 
referred to as the invisible killer but 
the visual air pollution from cars, 
buses, lorries can be seen every day. 

There is always a mountain of 
evidence about smoking but noth¬ 
ing on air pollution. In this year of 
savage cutbacks, it’s refreshing to 
know a councillor in Luton is deter¬ 
mined that smokers obey the law 
while closing down care homes, and 
needlessly sacking council workers. 

When the smoking ban became 
law on July 1, 2007, several warnings 
were aired about increasing tobacco 
smuggling, but were ignored. 

Another local paper and a national 
newspaper have once again raised 
the growing concern of illicit 
tobacco sales worth an estimated 
£1 billion, which will get worse 
when tobacco displays are banned 
from public view making access to 
illicit cigarettes much easier for 
youngsters. 

Looks like Cllr Khan along with 
local councillors will have their 
work cut out for years to come.

Top results for our cops 

SIR - Well done to Bedfordshire 
Police. 

With a £6.3 million reduction in 
funding, the leaner Bedfordshire 
Police have achieved tremendous 
results. 

In a report published by Luton 
Borough Council, the Bedfordshire 
Police Authority has shown 
significant cuts in crime. 

With the Force having to deal 
with cuts to their budget they were 
awarded the level three ‘good’ 
rating by a HMIC Inspection report 
last year, one of only five police 
authorities to be assessed so high- 

*y- 

In particular the report highlight¬ 
ed the ‘Authority’s mechanisms for 
challenging how it secures econo¬ 
my, efficiency and effectiveness’. 

The figures showed that overall 
crime levels were reduced. 

In particular the number of 
burglaries have equated to three 
fewer incidents everyday com¬ 
pared to the same period last year. 

Anti-social behaviour also fell by 
12 per cent last year. 

The report mentioned the 
effectiveness of operation vision 
which aims to reduce anti-social 
behaviour as a key reason for the 
fall in incidents. 

The report also highlighted the 
increased functionality of report¬ 
ing anti-social behaviour: ‘To make 
it easier to report anti-social 
behaviour the Force launched a 
new single non-emergency num¬ 
ber (101) in September which has 
been well received by the public’. 

With such impressive figures it 
shows that if every authority in the 
country could use their ingenuity 
as much as Bedfordshire then they 
can still make the cuts without 
affecting front-line services. 

With further cuts to come it will 
be imperative for the Force to 
continue their momentum into 
the new year. 

It was disappointing that the 
Labour-run Council had no praise 
for Bedfordshire Police Force at 
the recent council meeting.

Kids today judge books on 
how interesting they are 


T HIS week we have cele¬ 
brated the 200th birthday 
of Charles Dickens. And, 
in typically British way, we do 
so with a row 

The culture secretary, Jeremy 
Hunt, has said that all children 
ought to have read one 
Dickens book by the age of 11 
years old. 

One of Dickens’ biographers, 
Claire Tomalin, said this would 
not be possible as children do 
not have the attention span to 
read Dickens, tainted as they 
are by rubbish TV They are 
both wrong. 

One of the most dispiriting 
parts of studying literature is 
the didactic way we are told 
what to read. (The other is the 
way it is often taught - nothing 
like studying English Literature 
to put you off reading for life) 

I was 14 before discovering 
that there were talents beyond 
Dickens and Shakespeare. 

It is like studying classical 
music but only being allowed 
to hear Henry Purcell and 
Benjamin Britten. 

There is a strange belief, that 
also includes the study of his¬ 
tory, that somehow learning 
about overseas writers and cul¬ 
tures will taint the English soul. 


The opposite is more likely to 
be the truth. It cannot even be 
the literature of the British 
Isles, so the likes of James 
Joyce and Samuel Beckett are 
banned. They were not 
English, so cannot feature in 
the study of English Literature. 

Interestingly, this made Joyce 
and Beckett far more exciting 
than Shakespeare. As well as 
some way-out American 
authors such as Henry Miller 
and Ken Kesey. 

They actually swore in books, 
and wrote about sex, which for 
teenage boys was as good as it 
got. 

The worst effect, of course, is 
that many children come to 
intensely dislike what they are 
supposed to be enjoying. 

But Claire Tomalin is also 
wrong. Children’s attention span 
has not been diluted by TV 
however rubbish a lot of it is. 

Nor by iPods, laptops, 
Facebook, Twitter or anything 
else that heads towards them 


from cyber space. Children still 
enjoy reading, though not nec¬ 
essarily Dickens. Even though 
it may well still be appropriate 
and relevant, some kids may 
not need to read it, as they are 
living it, it is written in a style 
and of a time that could prove 
difficult to follow. 

Indeed we watched Great 
Expectations over Christmas 
and my youngest wondered 
why Pip did not phone for help 
when scragged by Magwitch in 
the graveyard. He’d obviously 
left his mobile at home. 

Speaking of our kids, they 
had no trouble reading the 
Harry Potter books, which in 
length and complexity, if not 
social importance, are as great 
as many a Victorian novel. 

The older ones have read 
novels such as The Curious 
Incident of the Dog at Night- 
Time and Catcher in the Rye, 
both of which deal with social 
and mental health issues, as 
well as the Life of Pi. 

It is not how long they are, 
or even how difficult but 
whether they are interesting 
to today’s youth. 

And as for rubbish TV does 
not the Government own one 
of the major channels?

Council agree rise in 
cemetery plot costs

CEMETERY charges will rocket 
by a whopping ten per cent - 
although the council says the 
fees are ‘still not unreasonable’. 

The proposals for Dunstable 
Cemetery mean a grave will rise 
£25 from £250 to £275 for adults, 
and by £12 from £115 to £127 for 
children. 

The increases were rubber- 
stamped at a Dunstable Town 
Council meeting on Monday. 

Walled graves and vaults will 
cost £528 - £48 more than they 
currently do - while the cost of 
burying 12 to 16 year olds will 
increase by £11 from £109 to 
£120. 

For those over the age of 100, the 
fee will be £6 higher than the 
current £60. 

There will be no charges for 
bodies of stillborn children and 
under-12s. 

Cremated remains, which can at 



present be buried in a grave for 
£82, would be charged at £91, 
while burying cremated remains 
in the Garden of Remembrance 
will cost £55 - £5 more than the 
present fee. 

Town clerk David Ashlee said: 
“The increase in prices is nothing 
to do with the cemetery exten¬ 


sion. It’s just part of cemetery 
management. 

“It’s a complex thing. It’s not a 
universal service - it is not used by 
everyone. 

“For many years it’s been good 
value for money. The charges 
were very low. The charges are 
still not unreasonable.”

Young homeless to 


PUTTING homeless young 
people back on their feet is the 
aim of the Mary Seacole Housing 
Association Limited. 

Now the Luton-based charity 
will be able to invest more in its 
young clients thanks to lottery 
funding. 

The Association, in Brantwood 
Road, was initially founded by 
Clere destine Stewart in 1986. 

With six properties in Luton, 
the charity helps mainly 16 to 25 
year olds by giving them a place 
to live while they wait to find 
somewhere for themselves. 

Their aim is to support the 
clients by providing three 
staging posts towards independ¬ 
ent living. 

When young people first go to 
Mary Seacole, they receive 24 
hour, high level support from 
staff who provide advice on 
cooking, personal hygiene, per¬ 
sonal interaction and health. 

They then move on to more 
independent living before the 
final stage when they live almost 
totally independently, with a 
view to moving into private 
sector accommodation. 

After putting in a detailed bid 
for the funding last year, Mary 
Seacole has been awarded fund¬ 
ing from the National Lottery to 
the tune of £295,945. 

Mary Seacole’s chief executive 
Audrey Lewis said: “We are 
absolutely delighted that we are 
going to receive this funding. 

“The lottery money will secure 
the future of this programme for 
the next five years, and enable us

CENTRAL Bedfordshire Council 
failed to collect almost £4.6 
million in taxes in the last 
financial year. 

Figures released by the GMB 
Union show that between 2010 
and 2011, the authority came 
third in the region for the highest 
amount of outstanding council 
tax, which totalled £3.3m, and 
non-domestic rates, which 
totalled more than £1.2m at the 
end of the financial year last April. 

Luton Borough Council topped 
the 47-strong league, with more 
than £6.3m in uncollected taxes. 

Three weeks ago Luton on 
Sunday reported that in the last 
financial year, Luton Borough 



Council has issued almost 13,000 
summons to people who have 
failed to pay council tax. 

Our report also revealed that 
since 1993, householders in 


Luton have failed to pay a total of 
£17.3 million in council tax, and 
many have moved away still 
owing the debt. 

Councillor Maurice lones of 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
said: “The GMB figures are 
misleading. 

“Collection rates for council tax 
are constantly changing and are 
just a snapshot in time - generally 
we collect 97.6 per cent of council 
tax in the current year. 

“We pursue debts vigorously 
and collect the majority of any 
debts outstanding at the year end 
in the following year. 

“While we will help anyone 
struggling to pay their bills, 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
clamps down hard on anyone 
who avoids council tax.”

Tax man jailed for 
£70m luxury con

A PROFESSIONAL tax adviser has 
been jailed for trying to defraud 
honest taxpayers of £70 million. 

He spent his cut of the stolen 
cash on expensive second homes, 
exotic holidays, works of art and 
luxury cars and was on Monday 
sentenced to 18 months in jail. 

David Perrin, 46, of Leagrave, 
Luton, and deputy managing 
director at Vantis Tax Ltd, was con¬ 
victed of cheating the revenue last 
month. 

Blackfriars Crown Court was told 
how he devised and operated a tax 
avoidance scheme which he sold 
to wealthy taxpayers in order to 
exploit the law on giving shares to 
charity, allowing him to pocket 
more than £2m in fees from their 
unsuspecting clients. Perrin used 


a network of finance professionals 
to advise more than 600 wealthy 
clients to buy shares, worth a few 
pence each, in four new compa¬ 
nies he had set up. 

He then listed the companies on 
the Channel Islands Stock 
Exchange and paid people money 
from an offshore account to buy 
and sell the shares simply to 
inflate their price. 

The share owners then donated 
329 million shares to various 
unsuspecting registered charities 
and tried to claim £70m tax relief 
on a total of £213m of income and 
company profits. 

This was based on the shares 
being worth up to £1 each, rather 
than the pennies they were origi¬ 
nally bought for. Perrin also used 
the bogus scheme to claim money 
back. 

The scheme proved so popular 


that Vantis employees performed 
a smug celebratory song at their 
annual conference, to the tune of 
‘I will survive’. 

It included the verse: ‘They 
should have changed that stupid 
law, they should have buggered 
charity, but they have left that 
lovely tax relief, for folks to pay to 
me.’ 

Jim Graham, HMRC Criminal 
Investigator, said: “With his 
knowledge of the tax system, 
Perrin thought that he was one 
step ahead of both HMRC and the 
law. This cynical fraud not only 
stole millions of pounds from tax¬ 
payers, but also conned innocent 
charities into accepting gifts of 
virtually worthless shares, just so 
Perrin could inflate his own crimi¬ 
nal earnings.” 

Confiscation proceedings are 
under way.

THE future of a leisure centre 
will be decided this week. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
will make a choice on Tuesday 
whether to award the 
contract to someone to run the 
centre as of April. 

Last September the swimming 
pool at the centre was closed to 
save £75,000 towards its overall 
target of £20 million for the year. 

The council is seeking a new 
contract for the centre which will 
be put out to tender for the 
facilities including the sports hall 
gym and squash courts. 

Houghton Regis Leisure Centre 
Action Group was formed to fight 
the proposed closure of the 
centre. 

Group spokeswoman Kay 
Hudgell said: “We were able last 
July to get them to listen to us, this 
was following a public meeting 
where over 400 people showed up 
to voice the objections. 

“They agreed to put the 
management of the centre out to 
tender and agreed to train two of 
our group and two town council¬ 
lors in the procurement process 
to work alongside the council. 
This has now all been completed. 

“This leisure centre is vital to the 
community of Houghton Regis 


and the surrounding area and 
many have suffered through the 
closure of the swimming pool. 

“We were unable to save this 
and it closed. 

“However the council has kept it 
in ‘mothballs’ so that the struc¬ 
ture would not be harmed 
through the draining of the pool 
and we hope that the re-opening 
of the pool will be part of the new 
management’s bid.” 

Cllr Brian Spurr said: “We are 
acutely aware of the importance 
of the leisure centre to local resi¬ 
dents. The proposals reflect our 
commitment to retain facilities at 
the centre to March 2013 while 
we develop our future plans 
through our long-term Leisure 
Strategy for the area. 

“I would like to take this 
opportunity to thank community 
representatives who gave up their 
time to be involved in the tender¬ 
ing exercise.”

STUART Fleetwood’s form has never 
been a concern for Hatters’ boss 
Gary Brabin who has drawn com¬ 
parisons with French star Robert 
Pires as a player who took time to 
adapt to Arsenal before asserting 
himself as a Gunners’ hero. 

The Luton manager believes his 
striker is starting to come to terms 
with the pressure cooker environ¬ 
ment of life at Kenilworth Road after 
a midweek match-winning perform¬ 
ance at Kidderminster to book a 
quarter final berth in the FA Trophy. 

“I’ve never doubted Stuart 
Fleetwood’s ability - that’s why we 
brought him to the club,” Brabin 
explained. 

“There are a lot of factors but it’s 
really evident when you see foreign 
players come to this country. If you 
look at some of the best ones, like 
Pires, it took him 12 months before 
he started being an Arsenal legend. 

“That’s very common in football 
and it takes a lot of people time. Even 
in this country if you go into a differ¬ 
ent type of club, atmosphere and 
football, it does take time to adapt.” 

He added: “It’s a combination of 
things. This is a big club, there’s a big 
expectancy and I think it’s common 
that most strikers and goalscorers are 
confidence players.” 

The forward was signed from 
Hereford on the last day of the sum¬ 
mer transfer window and came with¬ 
in the width of a post from making a 
hero’s cameo appearance on his 
debut at Stockport. 



Fleetwood has found regular first 
team action hard to come by but he’s 
found his feet in the FA Trophy where 
he has netted in every round of the 
competition so far. 

Brabin said: “When Stuart first 


came in I thought he was brilliant 
and it was exactly what we needed. 

“He’ll be the first to admit that he 
didn’t perform to those standards 
and he’s been in and out of the 
squad.

Henry is in a real hurry to get back into old routine 


CHARLIE Henry is determined to force 
his way into the reckoning at Luton 
Town after returning from his two- 
month loan spell at Aldershot Town. 

The midfielder made his long-awaited 
return from injury in the FA Cup win 
over Hendon back in October before 
being sent out on loan to get more 
first team football action. 

Henry’s stint with League Two 
Aldershot saw him feature six times, 
starting three games, and he feels 
that has benefitted him on his return 
to Kenilworth Road. 

“The first few games I was on the 
bench and coming on, but the last 
three I did really well,” said the 
24-year-old. “I feel my fitness is back 
up and I’m just raring to go. 

“Obviously I was out for over a year 
with it and that killed me, but now I’m 
back into the swing of things I just 
want to play football now. 

“I want to work hard and show the 


gaffer what I can do. I’ve been working 
hard in training and trying to show him 
that. He’s had a bit of faith in me by 
playing me and I thought I did well. The 
squad is really good here and 
hopefully I can give what I can for the 
club because I want to play here.” 

Henry found himself back in the 
Luton starting line-up for Tuesday 
night’s FA Trophy victory over 
Kidderminster Harriers, playing 86 
minutes as part of the midfield three. 

Both him and Jon Paul Kissock 
combined well as the Hatters claimed 
a 2-1 win to progress to the quarter 
finals, and that is a role Henry could 
well be reprising. 

He said: “The gaffer said to me he 
thinks I would do well in there. He 
wants me and JP to get on the ball 
and I thought we did that. I felt that I 
worked hard and got on the ball, and 
the front three started working hard 
from the front to help us work it all 


over the pitch. When we got hold of 
the ball I didn’t think they could live 
with us when we started passing and 
moving. Obviously the conditions 
weren’t too good, the pitch wasn’t 
great and it was freezing cold, and it 
was one of those where we could have 
put it to the back of our minds and not 
tried as hard. But we came here and 
gave a really professional performance, 
and we worked our socks off.” 

The main thing for Henry now is to 
cement his place in the starting 11 and 
he is motivated by a desire to pay 
back the loyalty shown to him while 
out injured. 

Henry said: “It was touch and go that 
I might have to hang my boots up with 
it being such a bad injury, but I’ve come 
back stronger and willing to prove a 
point. I owe the club and the fans, and I 
just want to pay them back with one 
hundred and ten percent work rate, 
and hopefully getting promoted.”

Fleetwood has eyes on a 
trip down Wembley way 


STRIKER Stuart Fleetwood has 
backed Luton Town to banish 
their woes from the penalty spot 
sooner rather than later after 
becoming the latest player to 
suffer from 12 yards. 

In fairness, Fleetwood’s missed 
spot kick in the 2-1 midweek FA 
Trophy win over Kidderminster 
Harriers was more to do with the 
excellent save by Dean Lyness. 

However, it was still the seventh 
time the Hatters have failed to 
convert a penalty this season. 
The striker is not worried by 
that, though. 

“It's nothing to do with not 
being accomplished penalty 
takers because everyone can do 
that as a footballer,” he said. 

“You should be able to score 
from 12 yards, but if you hit the 
post or the keeper saves it, or it 
goes wide, it’s just one of those 
things and you get on with it. 

“Obviously we might be in a 
better position if we did tuck 
away our penalties, but it’s just 
one of those things. 

“It’s not luck or anything like 
that, it’s just one of those things 
that sometimes it goes through 
or it doesn’t. 

“I hit it well enough, but the 
keeper made a good save. I was 
disappointed not to score but 
happy that we went through in 
the end.” 

Despite his penalty being 
saved, Fleetwood played a big 
part in the victory at 
Aggborough that booked Luton’s 
spot in the quarter finals. 

It was him who provided the 
assist for Jake Howells’ opener, 
and then on the stroke of half 
time the 25-year-old grabbed the 
goal that proved to be the 
difference on the night. 


A home tie against either Gate¬ 
shead or Alfreton Town awaits 
the Hatters in the quarter finals 
and Fleetwood has his eyes on 
going all the way. 

“That’s on the boys’ minds,” he 
said. “As a footballer you want to 
play at Wembley, it doesn’t 
matter what competition it is in. 

“From the team we put out and 
the way we played we’ve shown 
to everybody how much this 
competition does mean to us. 

“We want to win every game we 
play as professionals, so we’re 
happy to get through to the next 
round and a home tie is nice.” 

His goal kept up Fleetwood’s 
record of scoring in every round 
of the competition so far this 
season, taking him to nine for 
the season. 

He feels that he is starting to 
get back to his best form, 
although he has not set himself 
any targets for the number of 
goals he wants to get this season 

Fleetwood said: “I just want to 
try to get as many as I can, and 
in every game I play in I want to 
try to score a goal. 

“I think the last three games 
I’ve played in I have scored and 
that’s important for me as a 
striker. 

“My game is based on goals, so 
if I can get into double figures I’ll 
see how I get on from there. 

“I’ve scored in every round so I 
wanted to keep that going. It was 
a strong Kidderminster team 
and we put out a strong team as 
well, and it was a great game to 
watch. 

“We played some good football, 
created some good chances and 
we could have been four up at 
half time, but we crossed the line 
in the end.”

Clubs are given warning over 
the status of match officials 


THE Football Association’s 
Disciplinary Manager Mark Ives has 
reminded clubs to be extra vigilant 
when appointing match officials to 
fixtures after a Bedfordshire referee 
with a five-year ban from football 
activity has carried on taking charge 
of matches. 

Colin Denison, who has been 
banned from football activity since 
November 2011, has continued 
refereeing despite having his 
registration removed by the 
Bedfordshire FA. 

And Ives says local clubs should be 
aware of who they’re appointing for 
matches. 

“No-one wants to see local clubs 
landing themselves in hot water by 
taking part in a match with people 


who are banned or suspended from 
football. 

“It’s against FA rules and 
regulations and our advice is to be 
100 per cent certain on who you’re 
appointing to referee or even picking 
to play for your club.” 

The North Home Counties Sunday 
League and their League Officer, 
Ralph Morris, were also deemed 
culpable by The FA in the wake of the 
Colin Denison case. 

Morris was suspended from 
refereeing for three months, 
suspended from holding an 
administrative position within a 
league for a period of three years 
and fined £150 for assisting Denison 
in getting appointments while the 
league were fined £500.

wrong because they didn’t act when 
they should have acted.” 

Though Stuart Pearce has been 
installed as interim England manager 
for the home friendly against Holland 
later this month, the hunt is now on 
for Capello’s successor, with the 
bookmakers’ favourite being 
Tottenham Hotspur chief Harry 
Redknapp.

GARY Brabin says he won’t be forced into 
selling or loaning Godfrey Poku back to 
Southport. 

The Luton boss responded to comments 
from Sandgrounders manager Liam 
Watson who admitted this week that even 
a £25,000 bid wouldn’t have been enough 
to prise the midfielder away from the 
Hatters.

MIKE Newell has criticised both 
the Football Association and now 
departed England boss Fabio 
Capello for the way they handled 
stripping John Terry of the Three 
Lions captaincy. 

The game’s governing body 
took the armband from the 
Chelsea defender last week after 
his court case over an alleged 
racist remark to QPR counterpart 
Anton Ferdinand was put back till 
after the summer’s European 
Championships. 


Capello has since resigned 
from his £6 million a year post 
after he appeared on Italian 
television to announce his 
dissatisfaction that the decision 
was taken above his head. 

And former Luton Town 
manager Newell believes the 
situation was dealt with poorly 
from start to finish.
